As our first annual birthday tribute to George 
Michael, we would like to make this a project Angel Food signature event and a 
Hollywood Summer tradition. Sponsorship for food and setup will help alleviate 
costs and contribute to the memorable, positive experience of the attendees. Any 
remaining funds will be used to support our 1 54 homebound clients in 
Hollywood. Possible funding up to $2,000 

2. Discuss and possible action to work with PLUM to discuss "Crossroads 
Hollywood", a massive development in the heart of our district. The outreach 
will assist with getting the word out and provide additional assistance as 
needed.

We will be partnering with local 
area non-profits or other community organizations and government agencies to 
highlight them to the community as well (LAPD, LAFD, Thai CDC, My Friends 
Place, etc. Seeking to have fun and games for families and people of all ages.
